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No Santa Clous Needed 

The basic medical core problems of small com- 
munities can be solved — and in instance after in- 
stance are being solved — without turning to govern- 
ment to pay the bills and give the orders. That fact 
was stressed at the recent Council on Rural Health 
of the American Medical Association. 

The prime requisite, as one speaker phrased it, 
"seems to have been imagination and leadership." 
Another said that one point uppermost In rural 
health planning has been that "there was no Santa 
Clnus in' the picture." 

A successful community health program de- 
mands the cooperation of all concerned — civic 
groups, labor and business organizations, farm asso- 
ciations, extension services and so on. Doctors are 
attracted to localities, even very small ones, where 
the residents arc actively out to promote better 
health and are working to help provide the necessary 
facilities and opportunities. 

It was also emphasized at the council that group 
health and accident insurance coverage of farmers 
and their families .provides an economical means of 
meeting medical care costs. This kind of insurance 
is available through commercial carriers and com- 
panies sponsored by the Form Bureau and the 
Grange, and also through Blue Cross, Blue Shield 
and similar voluntary programs.

"Climate" Is All Important 

The goal of the United States Treasury was 
described by Secretary Humphrey in these words: 
"It is our purpose in the Treasury to help provide 
the proper economic climate in America. The fiscal 
policy is very important in determining that climate 
... It is our purpose to establish and maintain such 
fiscal policies as will permit America to continue to 
grow and reach even higher standards of living 
for all its people." 

That statement of general principle strikes a 
refreshing note — particularly after years in which a 
basic Treasury policy seemed to be the search for 
new and even more oppressive ways to soak the 
taxpayers. The "economic climate" of which Mr. 
Humphrey spoke will largely determine whether or 
not we ore to remain strong, secure as a nation, and 
free. Current administration efforts to cut govern- 
ment costs, to balance the budget, and to make tax 
reduction possible show that the cheering words are 
being accompanied by deeds. The job is enormously 
difficult, but it must be done.

In the State of Washington, a conflict of national 
significance is taking place between defenders of 
private enterprise and advocates of socialized elec- 
tric power. 



Public utility districts (known as PUDs) are try- 
ing to acquire one of the state's two largest business- 
managed utility companies. To prevent this, it is 
proposed that the two utilities merge. The proposal 
has been endorsed by the State Tax association,' and 
it is supported by all who believe in maintaining tax- 
paying private enterprise. But It is being bitterly 
opposed by the public power groups, whose aim is 
to persuade the Washington Public Utilities Com- 
pany and the Securities and Exchange Commission 
not to approve the merger. 

There have been brazen attempts to delude the. 
public In the matter of rates. So o few facta are 
in order. 

In 1SS0, according to an analysis of FPC sta- 
tistics made by Fred Niendorff of the Seattle Post- 
Inteliigenccr, the PUDs sold power at an average 
price of lit. cents per kilowatt hour. The utility 
they arc trying to take over sold It at an average 
of .82 cents. 

That utility paid taxes amounting to 23 cents of 
each dollar of gross .revenue. The PUDs, by con- 
trast, paid only 8 cents in taxes or In payments In 
lieu of taxes. And a number of PUDs also levied 
taxes— totaling more than $100,000 in 1951— which' 
private enterprise, of course, cannot do. 

"Many Washington people seem to have found 
the PUDs unsatisfactory. Last June, a public opinion 
poll was taken in four representative communities, 
Private operation as against PUD operation was 
favored in each case, by margins ranging from 5-to- 
3 to 5-to-L ' 

The case in favor of the merger and private 
enterprise is overwhelming. It would assure Wash- 
ington residents the lowest feasible power rates. 
It would protect a major source of tax revenue, In- 
stead of reducing it. And it would put another 
roadblock In the way of creeping socialism — which 
is as serious a problem as the nation faces,

America's Oldest 
Border Dispute 
Finally Settled 

WASHINGTON-Thc oldest dis. 
pute in the new world, possibly 
the longest of history, has finally 
been settled, Colombia and Vene- 
zuela, after 122 years of negotia- 
tions, have agreed to Venezuelan 
sovereignly over Los Monges, 
"The Monks," a cluster of eight 
uninhabited rocks at the mouth of 
the Gulf of Venezuela. 

The dispute began In' 1830 when 
Simon Bolivar's "Great Colombia" 
broke up and claimed conflicting 
slices of the country. Each claimed 
'The Monks." 

Los Monges comprises three 
groups of sunbaked crags about 
20 miles oil the Guajlra peninsula. 
The highest Is 230 feet above the 
Caribbean. Mo one has ever lived 
on the islets. 

The racks are of great Impor- 
tance today because they stand 
watch over the approaches of Lake 
Marncaibu's steaming. oil-rich 
shallows below the Gulf of Vene- 
zuela. Maracaibo Is one of the' 
great oil producing basins of the 
world. Forests of derricks rear 
from the water as much as eight 
miles offshore. 

In the old days the islands were 
pirate lairs and smuggler's ports. 
But their one claim to attention in 
the modern world is" the possibility 
that the oil of Maracaibo may ex- 
tend seaward as far as the rocks 
themselves. 

But It took 122 years of the 
wordiest negotiations in history to 
settle the dispute that has caused 
constant trouble between Colombia 
and Venezuela. 



British Noblemen 
Give Away Castles 

LONDON— The British govern- 
ment has announced that the aris- 
tocracy could pay their taxes with 
works of art. In other words, a 
painting instead of cold cash. 

The reason is that many of the 
nobility have houses and paintings 
but little money. By accepting 
paintings the government hopes to 
preserve some of the old castles 
and homes which the aristocracy 
has been giving away, 

A castle In Northamptonshire 
sold for $7,500 just before the war. 
An A van castle for $3,500 and one 
in Ireland, that cost 100.000 pounds 
to build, for $280. 

Same are even being torn down 
and crated. 

The reason is the heavy cost of 
maintenance and taxes. So now 
the government will accept paint- 
ings, but what happens to the 
pictures that the government 
"buys" has not yet been/decided. 

They may be moved ^to public 
galleries or they may be left Tn 
houses where the public is allowed 
on sight-seeing trips. 

Many English noblemen already 
conduct tourist parties through 
IVicir ancient houses at 35 cents or 
so a head as an additional means 
at paying for upkeep. 

U. S. Birth Rote 
In 1952 Sets Record 

NEW YORK— More babies were 
born in th« United Slates during 
1952 than in any previous year In 
the nation's history. The total is 
estimated al 3.875,000, and the 
year's birth rale was approxi- 
mately 25 per 1,000 population. 

The past year was the sixth In 
succession in which the number 
of births exceeded 3,500,000. 

The maintenance of the birth 
rate at the current high level Is 
described by statisticians as "un- 
expected" in view of a decline 
since 1946 In the marriage rate. 

Last year's record reflects a 
large number of second, third and 
fourth children born of post-World 
\Vat II marriages and is, to some 
extent, the result of the relatively 
low age at marriage In recent 
years. It also may be considered 
an indication of a change in atti- 
tude of th« young married people 
of the nation as to the size of the 
family.

New Chemical 

One of the largest chemical 
companies in the United States 
has announced a double-barreled 
chemical weapon, to arm certain 
crop seeds against both disease 
and insect attack, will be available 
to farmers. 

The material combines a fungi- 
cide to protect the seed and seed- 
ling against soil-borne diseases, 
and an insecticide which is toxic 
to insects in the soil that feed on 
the seed and young plant. 

The new material is being rec- 
ommended for use on corn and 
beans In many areas where both 
disease and insect onslaught have 
prevented growers from getting 
consistently good stands of these 
crops. It is also being tested for 
use with' other crops,

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Peters Enjoys Home, Town Newspaper 
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Passavant Hospital Saves 
Lives of 150 Women by 
Free Cancer Test Way 

Chicago-— Just one extra service 
rendered by the medical staff of 
Passavant Memorial hospital is 
credited with having saved the 
lives of some' 150 women In the 
last four years. 

John N. Hatfield, director oi the 
hospital, told the story today on be- 
half of the staff. , 

The women are those found to 
have previously unsuspected uter- 
ine cancer 'in extremely early, prac- 
tically symptomless- stages by a 
cancer detection' survey- which the 
hospital staff initiated In 1949, in 
the hospital's clinic service and 
among private, .patients ' of the 
staff. 

Slightly more than 8,000 women 
have been screened in the last four 
years. The 150. early stage cancers 
found represents a little under £ 
per cent. 

The service is free to patients' 
since both' Passavant and staff 
members contribute their services, 
while the (technicians involved .are 
supported by. a grant from ". the 
American Cancer society. Passa- 
vant is* currently engaged in a 
campaign to raise a $3,000,000 build- 
ing fund to add 100 beds and 
greatly needed additional labora- 
tory facilities. 

The importance of the cancer sur- 
■yey lies in the fact that uterine 
cancer, though one of the more

NEW YORK— The Pnclflc Coast 
states now have a population six 
times what they were in 1900, ac- 
cording to a recent industrial sur- 
vey. 

Contrasting this remarkable 
growth, the survey notes, that the 
West North Central states show 
only 3fl per cent increase for the 
same period, while the East South 
Central division and New England 
also record only modest gains. 
Even in terms of actual In- 
creases, the West has chalked up 
"Impressive growth statistics," 
the survey reports. Taking the 
Mountain and Pnclflc states to- 
gether, about 20 million persons 
now reside In this area compared 
with four million in 1900. 

This gain. Is about equal to the 
actual increase in the Middle At* 
lanttc states, which Include New 
York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey.
